THE QUARTERLY REPORT OF THE UFO RESEARCHERS OF FINLAND: 2/74 

During April—June 1974 The Ufo Researchers of Finland received reports 
about a total of 31 Finnish cases, which were possibly or obviously rela¬ 
ted to ufo phenomena. Among them, 20 cases are so-colled old cases, of 
which number 11, however, took place in January-March this year. Therefo¬ 
re, the number of reports coming from the second reporting perioid( 2/74) 
is, incidentally again, only 11 ( 8+2+1 )• Only three cases from May 
and June were reported. The second reporting perioid of the year has pro¬ 
ved a silent perioid, as regards ufo activity, and the cases which came 
to be known were quite insconpiculous light phenomena. Remarkable ufo phe¬ 
nomena may be related to the older cases, but unfortunately the informa-* 
tion available is very insufficient in most cases. 

From Finnish news media in April-June, the researchers hava found a to¬ 
tal of 24 news pieces and articles which dealt with or were related to ufos. 
In this respect, too, the reporting perioid showed stagnation, 11 news 
items and articles were found from daily papers, while weeklies and other 
perioidicals carried a total of 13 items. 

The number of ufo cases and press items will certainly increase after¬ 
wards for April-June 1974, but the over-all view is clear already at pre¬ 
sent: the ufo activity during the second raporting perioid has been at 
low ebb.
